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Razed New Jersey Home 
served as State’s Mint

Carved out of the timberland 
of Northern New Jersey’s rolling 
hills in 1734 “Solitude” was 
aptly named. A mile and a quar¬ 
ter from the village of Morris¬ 
town, which was called West 
Hanover or New Hanover until 
1710, the mansion stood in a 
clearing with a natural brook 
and plenty of spring water. 

The location became known as 
Washington Valley in later years. 
In 1739 a large section of Hunter¬ 
don County was declared Morris 
County in honor of Chief Magi¬ 
strate, Lewis Morris. Later the 
northern section of Morris was 
divided to make Sussex and War¬ 
ren Counties. 


In 1770 Col. John Cleves 
Symmes acquired the property. 
An officer in the Third Sussex 
Battalion, Symmes resigned his 
post in 1777 to become chief jus¬ 
tice of the New Jersey Supreme 
Court. 

Anna Symmes was born in 
“Solitude” in July, 1976. When 
she was 19 she married a dashing 
army Captain William Henry 
Harrison, son of Benjamin Harri¬ 
son, a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. Her husband 
was destined to become the 9th 
President of The United States. 
His term was the shortest in the 
history of the office. At his in¬ 
auguration ceremony William 
Henry Harrison contracted pneu¬

monia on March 4, 1841. He died 
a month later on April 4. 

The marriage brought forth 
six sons, and one of her grand¬ 
sons became the 23rd president, 
Benjamin Harrison. 

Walter Mould, a machinist and 
die sinker came to New York 
from England where he had 
served an apprenticeship with 
the Wyons of Birmingham, a 
family of coiners and medalists 
for 400 years. 

Mould brought with him the 
tools of his trade and in 1781 he 
moved into “Solitude,” set up 
shop in the living room and went 
about petitioning the legislature 
for a contract to produce coins of 
copper for the state treasury. 

On June 1, 1786, he and 

Thomas Goadsby and Albion Cox 
were awarded a contract to pro¬ 
duce three million coppers to 
pass current at 15 to the shilling. 

Cox and Goadsby went to Rah¬ 
way and set up shop in a grist 
mill and sawmill on the South 
bank of the Rahway River on 
what is now St. George’s Avenue. 
Mould, due to a difference of 
opinion, chose to stay in Morris¬ 
town and the state granted a 
change in contract allowing 
Mould to produce one third of 
the contract independently. 

The contractors were to pay to 
the state one coin out of each 10 
minted, an arrangement that 
sounded most lucrative, but the 
facts show that Cox eventually 
fled to England to avoid debtors 
prison. Goadsby defaulted and 
Mathias Ogden, who had put up 
bond for the Rahway operators, 
took the machinery and equip¬ 
ment to his home in Elizabeth¬ 
town where he completed that 
portion of the contract in a room 
behind the kitchen. 

Mould completed his contract 
for a million coins in 1787-1788 
and fled to Ohio with bill collect¬ 
ors in pursuit. 

In 1789, Capt. Benjamin Hol¬ 
loway opened a tavern at “Soli¬ 
tude” which he named “Wheat- 
sheaf Inn” or “Wheatsheaf Tav¬ 
ern” as it was variously known

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The Numismatic Book Shelf 


by SANFORD J. DURST NLG 

Starting with this issue of The Journal 
we are pleased to present a book review 
column by Sanford J. Durst, attorney and 
well known author and publisher of Numis¬ 
matic books. Mr. Durst is a member of 
numerous numismatic associations and soci¬ 
eties including the Royal Numismatic Soci¬ 
ety ( London) and is a life member of 
Numismatic Literary Guid. He has authored 
"Contemporary World Gold Coins 1 . Com¬ 
prehensive Guide to American Colonial Coin- 
age” and most recently the Collectorf 
Investor Guidebook", about to appear. 

Handling over 500 titles on 
numismatic subjects as a book 
dealer gives me the opportunity 
to handle some really good books, 
and some bad ones also!! To re¬ 
view the everyday books most 
collectors see in their local coin 
shop or at a show is in my opin¬ 
ion a waste of valuable space and 
your time, so I’ve decided to stick 
to better quality books. This 
doesn’t mean very expensive 
books, as the workmanship and 
ability of the author isn’t always 
offered at a premium. In fact my 
own publishing policy is to keep 
book prices at a realistic level so 
that a collector can afford to 
build a library. But be prepared 
for higher book prices in the 
future, as labor, paper and ship¬ 
ping prices go up. 

Think of a purchase of a ref¬ 
erence book in terms of an in¬ 
vestment. I’ve found collectors 
who have purchased coins for 
hundreds or even thousands of 
dollars without buying a refer¬ 
ence book which cost $10-12 on 
the coins’ subject category. Obvi¬ 
ously this is poor thinking. 
Knowledge in coin collecting 
translates to money (no pun in¬ 
tended) in the pocket book!! The 
dean of the coin book business, 
Aaron Feldman, who has since 
passed this way, had a byword 
“Buy the Book Before the Coin'’. 
Good advice, in his time and our 
own. 

Publishers in Europe, inciden¬ 
tally, put out some good books on 
foreign and ancient numismatics 
at realistic prices. The authors 
there are generally scholars in a 
more traditional sense, often pro¬ 
ducing in-depth studies which 
offer background information 
most valuable to the collector. 
The writers of books on U.S. coins 
in the mid to late 1800’s did the 
same and now there is a trend 


back to that. But there’s a big 
gap of time in the early to mid 
1900’s where little of value was 
produced. ON TO THE BOOKS!! 

U.S. coin collectors should con¬ 
sider “Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Coins” by Don Taxay. Mr. Taxay 
is a scholar and put together a 
well organized book. It was re¬ 
vised last year by Joseph Rose 
and Howard Hazelcorn. Joe is 
the president of the prestigious 
Harmer Rooke Numismatics Ltd. 
in New York and probably sees 
more numismatic coins in a week 
than the average collector sees 
in a year. The knowledge these 
new editors have added to the 
book is significant. The book is 
well organized, cross referenced, 
and has sections on all U.S. de¬ 
nominations, includes patterns 
and other important historical 
data. It’s full sized 7” x 9” 450 
pages, well illustrated and has 
values in 4 conditions. Far super¬ 
ior to the Redbook which in my 
opinion is little more than a cur¬ 
rent checklist. The “Encyclope¬ 
dia of U.S. Coins” retails for 
$15.00. It's worth it!! 

Collectors residing in the U.S. 
will be interested (my reviewers 
tell me!!) in a book I’ve au¬ 
thored. As an attorney I’ve run 
into a myriad of problems over 
the years in what I call the “grey 
areas” of collecting. Many things 
collectors know exist, but have 
little or no knowledge of includ¬ 
ing for example: Estate, gift, and 
capital gains taxes, wills, insur¬ 
ance, safekeeping, appraisals, 
authentication, customs problems, 
using coins in retirement funds 
to save on taxes, etc. The book 
also includes inventory forms to 
assist the collector in keeping 
track of a coin, medal or paper 
money collection. The price: 
$14.95. It’s designed to save you 
far more than that!! A hardcov- 
ered book 7” x 10” 128 pages, 
it’s available from my office di¬ 
rectly. Should be out a few weeks 
after this article appears. 

Ancient Coin Collectors will be 
delighted with a new 40 page 
paperback “Handbook of Bibli¬ 
cal Numismatics” by Mel Wacks. 
Mel is a student of early Judaic 
coins and has covered the sub¬ 
ject from “Abraham to the Cru-

Battleship New Jersey Counter Stamp on Cent 



EDITOR’S NOTE: Our thanks to Harold 
Flartey, Richard E. Harpster and the Battle¬ 
ship New Jersey Historical Museum Society 
for supplying us with this information and 
pictures. 

The most experienced and dec¬ 
orated battleship in existence, 
the New Jersey (BB-62) slid 
down the ways at the Philadel¬ 
phia Navy Yard on December 7, 
1942—one year after the infam¬ 
ous attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Mrs. Charles Edison, wife of 
the former governor, smashed a 
bottle of champagne across her 
bow. It was commissioned several 
months later and sailed for the 
Pacific early in 1944. 

The New Jersey (BB-62) was 
the first battleship in American 
history summoned to serve in 
three wars. It served as flagship 
for the Pacific Fleet under Adm. 
“Bull Halsey in WWII, is ST87 ft. 
long with a 108 ft. beam; it 
weighs 45,000 tons and it draws 
32 feet of water. The main bat¬ 
teries consist of nine 16 inch rifles, 
mounted three to a turret, two 
forward, one aft, which were 
capable of hurling 2,700 lbs. each 
to a pin-point target 23 miles dis¬ 
tant. The ship contains support 
fire power of more than 100 
guns. The original crew was 
2,700 men but during the Korean 
and Viet Nam conflicts she was 
streamlined so that her comple¬ 


ment has been reduced to 1,500. 
The battleship participated in 26 
major campaigns during the 
three wars—WWII, Korea and 
Viet Nam—receiving 13 battle 
stars and 7 foreign and Presi¬ 
dential unit citations. 

This history deserves to be pre¬ 
served and remembered—not 
only for the part she played in 
it’s making but as a living dedi¬ 
cation ; the embodiment to stand 
as proof of our way of life. As a 
memorial to those who made the 
supreme sacrifice it will be the 
state's most awe-inspiring monu¬ 
ment. 

The Battleship New Jersey His¬ 
torical Museum Society was in¬ 
corporated October 13, 1975 with 
18 members as a non-profit or¬ 
ganization dedicated to the re¬ 
turn of the Battleship New Jersey 
(BB-62) from mothballs in Brem¬ 
erton, Washington, some 300 
miles away, to a place of honor 
and respect within the state of 
New Jersey as a memorial to 
those who helped preserve our 
way of peace, as a museum to 
house naval artifacts and sea 
lore for the education of future 
generations and as a training 
facility of unlimited resources. 
The organization petitioned Gov¬ 
ernor Brendan Byrne of New Jer¬ 
sey to appoint a nine man com¬ 
mission to study the feasibility of 
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bringing the mighty dreadnought 
home. 

Governor Brendan Byrne de¬ 
clared the week of March 14, 
1976 as Battleship New Jersey 
Week and at that time appointed 
the Battleship New Jersey Com¬ 
mission, a nine-man body formed 
to pursue the feasibility of return 
and the selection of a site for 
permanent anchorage of the ship, 
as a result of SJR 3010, the 
authorizing bill passed in the 
New Jersey Senate and Assembly 
in 1975-76. This Commission will 
be responsible for the Recom¬ 
mendation of Legislation request¬ 
ing the ship for the U.S. Navy 
and will serve as the Policy Board 
for the operation of the Mem¬ 
orial/Museum Facility. 

The idea is not unique; four 
other states have already brought 
their namesake ships home, re¬ 
stored them and turned them into 
educational tourist attractions. 
Massachusetts, Texas, North Car¬ 
olina and Alabama have money¬ 
making attractions and the New 
Jersey is being eagerly sought 
by several cities on the famous 
Jersey shore. 

Victor E. Dahn, a member of 
the nine-man commission and cre¬ 
ator of the USS New Jersey Bat¬ 
tleship Historical Museum Soci¬ 
ety, said this week that the only 
thing that prevents the battleship 
from being returned now is mon¬ 
ey, as there are no federal or 
state funds available. 

Harold Flartey, G.S.N.A. mem¬ 
ber and veteran numismatic 
writer, conceived the idea of 
striking the ship’s replica on 
coins to raise funds. The result is 
a medlet with a silhouette of the 
ship counter-stamped on a U.S. 
Lincoln cent dated 1976. The 
legend reads, “Battleship New 
Jersey and BB-62 1 ’ (the ship’s 
number) plus the slogan, “Bring 
Me Home”. This cent is available 
in regular and elongated. 

Although a state-wide poll 
showed 74 percent of the people 
desire its return, apathy still runs 
high. There is also a battle being 
waged over whether the New 
Jersey would be kept at Sandy 
Hook, in the Gateway National 
Park or at Atlantic City. 

Dahn says the commission pre¬ 
fers the Sandy Hook location, but

interests in Atlantic City are 
fighting to have the famous ship 
brought there. Dahn contended, 
however, that the Navy would 
never permit the ship to be used 
as a gambling casino, which some 
of the Atlantic City Proponents 
desire. He said the same state¬ 
wide poll favors it being brought 
to Sandy Hook with Atlantic City 
placing second. 

In addition to Atlantic City, 
there are efforts being made to 
berth the ship in Hoboken, Jer¬ 
sey City and Bayonne. Dahn said 
these sites will be examined by 
the commission this month. 

The Navy has advised the com¬ 
mission it would cost $1.3 mil¬ 
lion to tow the New Jersey to 
the east coast. Private towing 
operators say it will cost closer to 
$500,000. Dahn said the commis¬ 
sion is hoping several big oil com¬ 
panies will cooperate and under T 
write the entire cost as a Bicen¬ 
tennial goodwill gesture.

throughout the area. Business 
flourished for many years on the 
busy turnpike to Sussex County 
and New England. 

In 1897 Gustave Kissel became 
+>.« owner of what he called 
“Wheatsheaf Farm” and in 1905 
he added additional rooms on the 
back of the building. 

Edwin S. S. Sunderland, last 
occupant of the mansion, wrote a 
history of “Old Wheatsheaf 
Farm” which was published in 
1955. It may be seen at the Mor¬ 
ristown Public Library in the ref¬ 
erence section. 

Sunderland refers to a copper 
and silver mine on the property 
some 500 yards west of the 
house. The “mine” was capped 
with concrete and served as a res¬ 
ervoir at the time the book was 
published. 

It is not clear if Mould ever 
worked the mine for copper to 
make his planchets, but a local 
silversmith, John Dickerson is 
said to have used silver from the 
mine to make shoe buckles, much 
in demand in his time. 

In 1969 the grand old historic 
mansion fell before the bulldozer 
in the name of progress. The 
gateway to the housing develop¬ 
ment that sprung up where “Soli¬ 
tude” stood for 237 years now 
proclaims “Wheatsheaf Farms” 
and nothing remains but a piece 
of history, a book, some photos 
of the mansion as it once stood 
and at the moment it crumbled 
into the dust of history. 

Photo credit goes to Merrill 
Harvey, local artist, historian 
and teacher who headed the Am¬ 
erican Civilization Institute of 
Morristown. He was the founder 
of the organization and he led 
some archaeological digs at the 
site with students of Fairleigh 
Dickinson University and the 
Morris School District. 

The horse head, the plow and 
the shield area 11 devices taken 
from The Great Seal of The State 
of New Jersey which was 
adopted by the state just 200 
years ago.

Another New Jersey journalist 
also has won the Numismatic 
Literary Award—and again he 
has done so more than once. 
Harold Flartey, GSNA member 
#185, author of a weekly coin 
column in The Record of Morris 
County, captured the award in 
both 1975 and 1976—giving New 
Jersey two-thirds of the honors 
each time. 

Flartey’s column was judged 
best among newspapers with cir¬ 
culations of less than 100,000. In 
addition to this category and the 
one in which Reiter’s column 
won, there also is a third divi¬ 
sion for syndicated columns. 

In addition to winning the 
Numismatic Literary Award 
three times, Reiter also has been 
cited two consecutive years as 
best writer in Coin Mart, a quar¬ 
terly magazine distributed by the 
publishers of COINage Maga¬ 
zine. And in 1976, he was hon¬ 
ored, too, as best writer in Nu¬ 
mismatic News Weekly—a publi¬ 
cation of which he once was 
editor.
